National Youth Event '96 to be held in 
Columbia, South Carolina this July

National Youth Event '96 will be July 25-29, 1996 on the campus of 
the University of South Carolina, Columbia, South Carolina. Registration 
begins at Noon on Thursday, July 25. The event opens with worship 
Thursday evening and ends after breakfast Monday. Each day will include 
worship, informative speakers, workshops, service projects, meeting new 
friends, and recreation. 



Groups are invited to attend with a minimum of four youth and two 
adults.

CONFERENCE COMMENTS: 
ED-itorial 

It's 1996!\Ne call it a new year. We even speak of beginning anew. 
We proclaim a God whom scripture quotes as saying: "Behold, I make all 
things new." Can the past really be erased? Can one's mind really be 



erased? Can one's mind blot out the past by willing it to be so? The mind 
is a precious gift which makes memories possible, a very special blessing. I 
have found I can forgive but not necessarily forget. I need the recollection 
of my past to direct my future. I don't want all those gaps in my past that 
offer me nothing for the future. I invite the pain and disappointment of 
the past to be grist for tomorrow's mill for a better future. I do believe life 
can begin anew without forgetting the past. 

A young man lived a riotous life. He had no want for doing evil 
things. His father's heart was always breaking as he watched his son ruin 
his life by misdeeds. He refused his father's wise counsel. When the young 
man's life had reached an abysmal state, he suddenly discovered the 
meaning of Christ for his life. Unbelievably and suddenly the young man's 
life changed and he began to live an exemplary life. 

His father had a practice that every time the son committed an evil 
deed, he drove a nail partially into the barn door. There were many, many 
nails. Upon his conversion to the new way of living, the father took his son 
and they went to the barn door whereupon the father said, "God has 
forgiven your sins. You are a new creation." And he pulled out the nails 
one by one. The son observed that the nails were gone but what about 
the holes they left in the barn door. "Dad, what do we do about the holes 
left in the boards?" The father observed that is the way it is with sin. Sin 
leaves its scars; sin does its work. "The holes you see, son, is what sin does 
to life. The only way you can deal with these holes is to fill your tomorrows 
with deeds that upbuild life, that bring healing and wholeness. You see, 
sin does leave scars but lets them serve as springboards for a life that 
serves your neighbor and glorifies God." 

Memory helps us to not go again where we have been and touched 
life in ruinous ways. We live with our scars as signs of healing and as 
inspiration for the healing we can bring to others. 

The consequences of some of our sins cannot be removed. That is 
why the Psalmist counsels us so wisely, "So teach us to number our days, 
that we may apply our hearts unto wisdom." We are hereby encouraged 
to look not only at the length of days for our lives but the content of our 
lives. That is to say, there are sins we may commit that have consequences 
that will live with us all our days. So, we need to look before we leap. 



A corporation executive spol<e at the Elmhurst College 
commencement exercises. He told this personal story. On my way home 
from my work, there is a well-kept cemetery with some benches scattered 
about. Often I sit awhile before completing my walk home. On this 
particular evening, as I sat on this bench, a shabbily dressed fellow sat 
down next to me. Neither of us spoke. As the man rose to take leave, twice 
he uttered this phrase, "Life is but a hyphen." I sat mystified at the 
meaning of his utterance for a good bit. As I was about to dismiss his 
muttering, my eyes fell upon a tombstone with these dates: 1928-1985. 
Then the light dawned, "Life is but a hyphen." What will we do with our 
hyphen? We've been given life with its many gifts and graces, how will we 
bless life with our hyphen? Life can be empty time or full time. Time only 
has value in terms of what content we will give the hyphen. So with the 
Psalmist we reaffirm, "So teach us to number our days that we may apply 
our hearts unto wisdom. Let thy work appear unto they servants, and thy 
glory unto their children. And let the beauty of the Lord our God be upon 
us, and establish thou the work of our hands upon us; yea, the work of our 
hands, establish thou it." Psalm 90.

Churches Torched/Burned in 
Alabama & Tennessee 

Did we pull this title out of an earlier year's newspaper? Sadly, no, 
we did not. It is going on today and we need to be aware of this and find 
ways to deal with it ... to help those churches when it happens ... better 
yet, to prevent its happening in the first place! Most of our information is 
on the three churches in west Alabama, near the town of Eutaw in Greene 
County, Alabama. Rodney Franklin, pastor of Birmingham First, sent us a 
clipping out of the Birmingham News, from which the following is taken: 
"A group of Eutaw pastors is contributing to a fund to help 
rebuild three black churches that were burned in Greene 
County. Members of the Eutaw Ministerial Association 
denounced at their meeting Wednesday the burnings of 
Mount Zoar, Little Zion and Mount Zion Baptist churches and 
pledged support toward rebuilding the churches in the 
Boligee area. Little Zion and Mount Zoar Baptist were torched 
Jan. 11. Mount Zion Baptist was burned Dec. 22. Volunteers 
from Montana plan to help rebuild.

A fund has been set up which is being administered by the pastors 
of these three churches (the pastor of Little Zion has been there for almost 
50 years and is 92 years old!) The fund: Greene County Emergency Fund, 
Rt. 1, Box 94, Eutaw, AL 35462. We had a call in the Conference Office 
from a UCC woman in Silver Springs, Maryland whose church's social 
justice committee voted to send their local "just peace" monies to help 
these churches. 

Gary Fields and Tom Watson for USA TODAYwrote an article entitled 
"Arson at black churches echoes bigotry of past." Included in their article 
is a picture of the rubble from the Jan. 8th first at the Inner City Baptist 
Church. Racist messages were left there. Salem Baptist Church near 
Fruitland, TN (124 yr. old church) had been burned the week before. In 
their article they say, "Arsonists have damaged at least 17 churches in 
Alabama, Louisiana, South Carolina, Tennessee and Texas since January 
1995. Eleven fires were set in the past two months." Pastors up there are 
patrolling their churches all week now. 

One Bible verse stands out for me: "Thou shalt love the Lord Your 
God with all your heart, with all your mind, with all your soul, with all your 
strength ... and your neighbor as yourself." If everyone could truly 
understand and live each moment of each day this way — there would be 
no more "torchings!" But we can't wait for that. Each of us who does 
understand must become even more committed to living the Life of Love 
and Light. So, let us stand in solidarity with our brothers and sisters being 
victimized by the small-minded behavior of a few misguided folk. Funds 
sent to the Conference Office will be appropriately directed. We will seek 
out reliable persons in these respective communities with whom we'll 
communicate. Let's help them rebuild their houses of worship! 

Board Approves 2 Exploration Models 

At its January Board Meeting, the Southeast Conference Board of 
Directors approved two one-year Exploration Models: Covenant Church in 
Columbia, South Carolina and a new church start at Peachtree City, 
Georgia. If Columbia is approved by the United Church Board for 
Homeland Ministries, Covenant will have a half-time minister beginning 
July 1, 1996. We anticipate the pastoral leadership of Rev. Nancy Donny, 



an experienced pastor of the United Church of Christ. Nancy and the 
members would appreciate an encouraging letter from your 
congregation.

DIRECTORS DECISIONS 

The Southeast Conference Board of Directors dealt with the 
following Issues at Its January 1 9-20 meeting at Sewanee: 

Carroll Heights property disposition. Present tenants be Informed of 
the need to rehabilitate the structure or not use the facilities because of 
some unsafe conditions. 

Further negotiations with the Victory Tabernacle of Praise Church of 
God In Christ are to take place and a final decision made at the March 
Board of Directors' Meeting. 

Lease signed for another three years for the present office location. 



Establish a Task Force to make a long-range study regarding Office 
of the Conference. 

Revision of the Constitution and By-Laws for the Conference is in 
process. This is necessary due to the new structure to be put in place in 
this Conference. Conference Minister Search Committee expects to have a 
candidate to present to the Board at its March meeting. Two one-year 
Exploration Models for Church Development were approved: Columbia, 
SC and Peachtree City, GA. If the United Church of Christ Board for 
Homeland Ministries approves, these projects will begin on July 1 , 1 996. 

Rev. Mehlhaff proposed a Growth Shares plan for the raising of 
funds, in perpetuity, for Evangelism and Church Development. The plan 
was defeated. Education of the Board of Directors on Church 
Development policies and procedures is to take place in its subsequent 
meetings. Motions were made to celebrate Ann Ariail's superior work as 
Disaster Relief Coordinator and to thank Lester Ariail and Nancy Donny for 
their leadership in developing new congregations. 

The Board of Directors is scheduled to meet on March 15-16 at 
Simpsonwood. 

Southeast Conference Retreat Center 

An update on the standing of the Southeast Conference Retreat 
Center is that we are having a team training meeting at Pleasant Grove 
Congregational Christian Church on the 24th of February. These teams 
will be seeking to visit your congregation to bring accurate information 
about the Retreat Center. When this factual data is brought to your 
congregation you will better be able to make informed responses to the 
Retreat Center proposal. Please be open a visit from a team that will be 
contacting you to visit with your congregation, decision-makers of your 
church included. It is right and good that we make a studied response to 
Miss Lala Allen's generous offering of 100 acres of land fit for a Retreat 
Center site. The teams will have to have their visits completed by mid-May 
in order to bring the findings to the Annual Meeting. We hope to make 
some definitive decisions at the 1996 Annual Meeting of the Conference. 
Let us be in prayer as we assess the challenge before us.

''Doing Science is a Form of Worsliip''

The UCC's Science, Technology and Religion Working Group heard 
this provocative statement from Dr. Francis S. Collins, Director of the 
National Center for Human Genome Research, when they were given an 
inside glimpse at a meeting at the National Institute of Health in October. 
Since a focus of the working group is the moral and ethical implications of 
genetic technology it was important to talk to scientists directly involved 
in this research. The group was privileged to have a conversation with Dr. 
Francis S. Collins, a presentation by Dr. Mark Hughes about clinical 
diagnostic application and a visit to the Gene Therapy Laboratory led by 
Dr. Peter Nelson. This kind of opportunity is very rare and uncommon for a 
church group. The fact that these outstanding researchers took time from 
their busy schedule to talk to this group shows a commitment on their 
part to affirm the connection between the religious community and 
scientific community. 

Dr. Francis Collins emphasized the importance of the relationship 
between science and the church. "It is terribly wrong to conclude that the 



church is irrelevant to science ... Science is not the enemy ... doing 
science is a noble occupation, even a form of worship." 
Dr. Mark Hughes, in his presentation, explained a most complicated 
diagnostic technique known as the "pre-implantation diagnosis after in 
vitro fertilization (IVF)." To some it may sound like science fiction that eggs 
are fertilized in the laboratory and once they divide and reach the eight- 
cell stage, a single cell is removed. The DNA is amplified and used to 
diagnose a specific genetic disorder. If the test shows no genetic disorder, 
the remaining seven-celled embryo is implanted in the uterus. With this 
procedure parents would not have to face the decision of pregnancy 
termination. The procedure promises the diagnosis of a variety of genetic 
disorders. 

After this kind of visit and tour one could see why Dr. Collins said 
that doing science was a form of worship. To worship God is to affirm 
God's creation.

"I Was A Stranger and You Invited Me In" 
(Matthew 25:35) 

Jeanne Ndagara is described by her pastor, the Rev. Flora Wilson- 
Bridges, as "an exceptional woman whose faith is deep." 

After her husband was killed, Jeanne and her three children were 
forced to flee for their lives from the violence in Zaire. The family escaped 
at night, hiding in the back of a coffee truck. After four arduous days of 
travel they reached safety in Kenya — and then waited two years in a 
refugee camp before they were permitted to seek asylum in the United 
States. 

Jeanne, 33, and her children were sponsored by Amistad UCC, a 
new church start in Marietta, Georgia. Initially, the family stayed at the 
home of Joyce and John Stephens and was supported by Amistad 
members who provided clothing, toiletries, toys and other basic 
necessities. 

Jeanne and her children are now quickly moving toward self- 
sufficiency. She passed her driving exam and excelled in her English 
classes. An active member of Amistad, Jeanne helps provide leadership 
with other church members as they minister to their second refugee 
family from Zaire. 

Jeanne's home is a haven for other refugee women who experience 
cultural conflicts and marital frictions. She has traveled to Florida, 



Maryland, Washington, D.C., and Virginia to visit other Zairian refugees 
who have endured traumatic upheavals. 

Your generous giving to One Great Hour of Sharing empowers the 
people in our UCC network of churches and ecumenical organizations in 
their commitment to the compassionate ministry of welcoming refugees. 
In 1994, there were 1,059 refugees who were sponsored through the 
United Church Board for World Ministries and by 144 local UCC churches. 

Created in God's Image Workshop 

"CREATED IN GOD'S IMAGE" Workshop [Ginny Nixon, United Church of 
Huntsville, 205/880-9563 (H)] 

Men and women ranging in age from mid-twenties to well past 
sixty met at Central Congregational Church in Atlanta from January 18-20 
to learn more about "Created in God's Image," the United Church of Christ 
curriculum which examines issues of human sexuality. 

Faith Johnson, a Board of Homeland Ministries staff person who was 
one of the workshop leaders, has been a part of developing and 
implementing this curriculum for more than ten years. As specific issues 
related to sexuality came before denominational meetings, it was 
recognized that an understanding of the whole range of sexuality as a 
part of God's creation was missing in most people's Christian education. 
An extensive grassroots survey was a part of the curriculum development 
to assure that it was rooted in and related to the lives of the members of 
our churches. After all of the groundwork and field testing, this ten-week 
course is now available. 

Bob Koenig, retired Board for Homeland Ministries staff, worked 
with Faith to least the two-day-long workshop. Together they 
demonstrated the individual and group activities that are built into the 
interactive program. Study materials are also provided for both 
participants and leaders. These contain much factual information as well 
as presenting a variety of issues for discussion. 

Some of the subjects touched on during the sessions were the 
Biblical heritage of embodiment which unites our spiritual and physical 
aspects, early learning about sexuality, life-affirming ethical standards 
based on mutuality, love, and justice, and the church and church member 



role in public advocacy on public policies related to sexuality (such as 
sexual violence, teen pregnancy, censorship, and discrimination). 

Clear goals and norms set by the group members themselves 
assured that each person could participate at a level comfortable for 
himself or herself. After the opening sessions introduced and modeled the 
course, group members became actively involved in leading sessions 
themselves. 

In addition to group leadership training, other participants 
considered the "Ministry and Mission" implications of the curriculum, an 
aspect important enough to be expressed in the subtitle, "A Human 
Sexuality Program for Ministry and Mission." A team leadership approach 
is a key ingredient of "Created in God's Image." 

The thirty people who came to the January workshop included 
representatives from eight churches. Four of these individuals have 
agreed to be on a team which has been established to help implement 
the curriculum in the Southeast Conference. Members of this team are 
available to work with any church considering a program to examine 
these critically important issues in the light of our Christian faith.

Guidelines for Presentation 

and Consideration of Resolutions/ 

Statement of Concerns 

I. Delegates, local congregations and committees, individuals with 
endorsement of a local church council, and Conference Program Units, 
may submit Resolutions or Statements of Concern for the Annual Meeting 
by March 23, 1996. They should be mailed to the attention of 
Resolutions/Concerns Chairperson, 756 West Peachtree Street N.W., 
Atlanta, GA 30308. 

II. Two vehicles for presentation of issues or concerns are provided for at 
the 1996 Annual Meeting. 

A. Resolution: This is the way that concerns or issues may be 
brought to a decision at the Annual Meeting. A Resolution must have 
implications affecting the program and/or the budget of the Conference. 
Resolutions may be acted upon under Robert's Rules of Order or may be 
considered by consensus, with the options of stating consensus, stating 
areas of consensus and areas of difference, or waiting for future 
enlightenment and discernment. The Resolutions/Concerns Moderator 
and Minister will determine how a resolution will be acted upon after 
hearing discussion. To overrule this decision, a motion for a two-thirds 
majority vote must be made, seconded and passed by the Conference 
voting members. 

B. Statement of Concern: This is the way that concerns or issues are 
brought to the attention of the Conference for consciousness-raising, 
research and reflection, educational purposes and mobilization of 
individual or local church consideration. Statements of Concern will be 
presented to the Annual Meeting in the following ways: for limited 
discussion on the floor without a vote; for a forum or panel presentation; 
as a position paper presented for distribution and/or presentation only. 



How a Statement of Concern will be presented will be determined by the 
Business or Resolutions/Concerns Committee. A Statement's contact 
person will be notified as to how his/her issue will be presented. The 
voting members of the Conference may request with a simple majority 
vote to have any particular Statement of Concern referred to the 
appropriate committee of the Conference for further research and 
reflection; or by request of the Resolutions/Concerns Committee Chair, 
delegates may be polled informally to determine current views of the 
issues involved in any particular Statement of Concern. 

III. In order to insure thoughtful consideration by the Annual Meeting, the 
following components should be included in a Resolution or Statement of 
Concern (limit of two pages): Title/subject of the Resolution or Statement 
of Concern name, address and phone number of contact person and 
presenter, if these are different, concise background leading to the 
submission, theological/biblical perspective, clear wording of the actual 
Resolution or Statement, and in the case of a Resolution, the action being 
requested of the Annual Meeting should be highlighted in a summary 
statement beginning with "Be it resolved ..." Also in the case of a 
Resolution, itemized budget implications for the Conference and a time 
frame for achieving the requested action, program implication for the 
Conference, associations, and/or local implications and relationship to 
present Conference directions, if possible. 

IV. The Resolutions/Concerns Committee will review all Resolutions and 
Statements of Concern and/or: 

A. If warranted, correlate and establish communication between or 
among proponents of similar Resolutions or Statements. 

B. If necessary, negotiate with proponents any Resolutions or 
statements deemed inappropriate for consideration in their present form. 

C. If appropriate, refer to the proper Conference committee for their 
review and preparation of comment and clarification. 

D. If necessary, reject for inclusion on the Annual Meeting agenda, 
any Resolution or Statement of Concern inconsistent with the mission and 
ministries of the Southeast Conference. 



V. The Resolutions/Concerns Committee may, at its direction, add items to 
the agenda upon request and adequate explanation as to why the 
Resolution or Statement of Concern could not have been submitted by 
the specified date. If a late submission is accepted, it shall be the 
responsibility of the presenter to provide adequate copies for all 
delegates.

Dr. T, the Caring Clown 

Pilgrimage UCC, Marietta, GA has a special group of people who do 
Clown Ministry at Kennestone and Scottish Rite hospitals on a regular 
basis. They are the church's Clown Troupe led by Dr. T (Pastor Tim 
Morrison). Each month they visit patients at Scottish Rite and at 
Kennestone, seeking to bring a smile to faces, a touch of happiness to the 
hearts. Sometimes the real outreach is to the patients whose hearts are 
heavy watching the anguish of their child. And always they touch the 
hearts of the hospital staff as well as their patients. 

Picture this: a volunteer is leading the clown troupe around Scottish 
Rite and Dr. T hears a child around 5 years of age, crying. He sees a nurse 
in the room and pauses at the door. "May I come in?" he asks. The child 
nods yes, still crying. "I carry special medicine to take care of crying," says 
Dr. T as he frantically searches through the 10 pockets of his 
uniform/costume until he finds a vial of his "Dr. T's Stress Relief medicine." 
He opens it and begins blowing magic soap bubbles. The bubbles glisten 
in the light of the room. The child stops crying as he watches the bubbles. 
"Watch," encourages Dr. T, "if you study the bubbles closely, you can pick 
out the one to catch and hold." Dr. T's hand moves quickly and he finds 
just the right bubble to grasp between his fingers, holding it firmly so the 
child can see its beauty. The young lad sits in his bed smiling and 
laughing. Dr. T laughs with him and winks to the nurse saying, "I guess I 
did have the right medicine." He hands the child a sticker that reads, "I 
met a clown today" and goes off to share his medicine of love with other 
children. 



Clowning is a very personal art. To do it well takes hard work, 
hunger for learning, compassion and dedication. Because of the clown 
ministry interest at Pilgrimage, Tim invited the Rev. Philip Noble, and 
Episcopalian priest from Prestwick, Scotland, to conduct a clown ministry 
workshop for the Pilgrimage congregation and other interested "clowns" 
from other area churches, Saturday, January 20th. The culmination of their 
time together would be their participation in the Sunday morning 
worship service. By the way. Rev. Noble ("Rainbow" is his clown identity) is 
the only clown/minister in Scotland! Both Philip and Tim say the most 
difficult aspect of developing a character is coming up with a make-up 
scheme that fits the personality. "If you're going to be a clown, you've got 
to find a face that's within the real face that is within" (Tim) "and as the 
character develops, the make-up becomes less" (Philip). The master of 
mime Marcel Marceau defines clowning as "the language of the heart." 
Properly approached, clown ministry is always this, both within the 
worship service as well as in the outreach areas such as hospitals, for the 
language of the heart is the sharing of God's love.

They have family and/or friends who have 
requested prayer for their safety and well being. They are directly 
connected to the UCC through our refugee resettlement work. 

For each $10 donation sent to the UCBWM Office for the Global 
Sharing of Resources, you will receive the name of a refugee inscribed on 
a simple cloth wristband, a comprehensive report interpreting the conflict 
and describing UCC response, and a suggested prayer. The report was 
written by Kenneth Ziebell, area executive for the Joint Europe Office of 
the Disciples and the UCC. 

Contributors are asked to pray daily for the refugee whose name is 
on their wristband, and for the restoration of peace in the Balkans. All 
proceeds go to the Church World Service War Emergency Appeal to assist 
refugees and other vulnerable persons — regardless of religious, political 
or national identity. 

The refugees were identified by UCBWM Refugee Resettlement 
Office staff, who, according to administrator Mary Kuenning Gross, 
received the names of resettled Bosnians through their network of Church 
World Service affiliates. The Bosnians have "tremendous concerns" for 
friends and loved ones in jeopardy, and are anxious for prayer support. 

Judy Smith, Director of Community Refugee Ecumenical Outreach, 
Arlington, VA, wrote, "Let me commend you for this initiative. After talking 
to our Bosnians, I have been moved to tears by how much they appreciate 
our prayers. They, and we, feel so helpless in the face of the violence and 
death which these people experience. Only God Almighty can help. 
Thanks for the opportunity to show these refugees that we care." 

The wristbands were the idea of Southwest Ohio/Northern 
Kentucky Association Minister Jane Fisler Hoffman who, through her 
prayer life, began thinking of images such as "the bracelets many of us 
had during the Vietnam War when we linked in prayer with a 
serviceperson whose name we wore on the band."

Clergy Job Satisfaction

Christian Social Justice Commission Policies 
and Procedures for Grant Applications 

Involvement In Issues of social justice Is a hallmark of the UCC, and 
there Is funding available to assist In addressing such Issues. In applying 
for funds, especially on the national level, It Is Important to remember the 
distinction between social action and direct service — social action tends 
to focus on advocacy and policy-making rather than on providing direct 
services to Individuals. Priority is generally given to projects that involve 
social action. 
SEC Funding 

Funds Available. There are two funds that are administered by the 
Christian Social Justice Commission within the Southeast Conference: Just 



Peace and Hunger Action. Each represents a percentage of the money 
collected by churches in the Conference in those special appeal offerings 
(25% of Just Peace and 20% of Hunger Action). 

Application Deadline. Application forms are available through the 
Conference Office by April 1 of each year. Members of the SEC 
Commission on Christian Social Justice will review all applications 
submitted, and funds will be presented at the SEC Annual Meeting in 
June. 

Other Funding 

Sources. There is no one centralized funding source within the UCC for 
social justice projects. Funds are available from such bodies as the Office 
for Church in Society, Commission on Racial Justice, Hunger Action 
Appeal, American Missionary Society, etc. 

Endorsements. Applications for funding within the broader UCC require 
endorsement from the Conference. In order to apply for SEC 
endorsement, the application form needs to be submitted to the 
Conference Office and must show endorsement or involvement by a UCC 
congregation. These applications should be submitted to the SEC Office at 
least six weeks before the letter of endorsement is needed.
